Tanks used by the *■»* regiment ore 
referred to in Polish as "tetki",2 

2. Ths Soviet garrison at Koatrzyn la steadily increasing in sine. The Soviets 
have taken over the western sector of the city of KoBtrzyn - where the River 
Warta joins the Oder - and this ssotor has been closed off froa ths oity 
proper. Along the river banks in this area the Soviets are constructing a 
port, several large barracks, and other build Inge. A refrigeration plant and 
Invge magazines are also being built for ths Soviet Any on the banka of the 
Odor, There are numerous electrical installations on ths banka of the Oder 
and tha Warta rivers. 

3. The following military units have occupied this closed area during the past 
years 

a. One tank unit equipped with tanks of Soviet-manufacture $ these tanks 
are larger than the "tetki* referred to above. 

b. One engineer unit numbering about 1,500 nan. 

c. One MTD unit numbering approximately 1,000 men. 

d. One motorized artillery unit. 

e. One antiaircraft artillery unit.
